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On June 13, 2006, at approximately 2315 hours, Deputies Guerrero and Cardenas 
saw a suspicious vehicle near a shots fired call which just occurred. They decided to 
catch up to the vehicle to conduct a check of the license plate. 


As the deputies tried to catch up to the vehicle, they noted the driver to commit 
numerous vehicle code violations and was driving recklessly (speeding, lane 
straddling, not signaling, driving erratically), often nearly causing accidents as he 
drove. Deputies Guerrero and Cardenas believed the driving was consistent with 
someone who was under the influence of alcohol and/or drugs. The deputies 
attempted a traffic stop, but the driver (Suspect Carl Williams) refused to yield and 
drove away. 


A pursuit followed which lasted approximately four minutes and covered nearly four 
miles. When Suspect Williams stopped the vehicle, apparently crashing into a 
telephone pole, the deputies on scene prepared to conduct a felony traffic stop. 


Suspect Williams then repeatedly used his car to strike radio cars while deputies 
were trying to take cover at their cars. Deputies responded to the attacks by firing 
their weapons on multiple occasions. 


Suspect Williams was struck by gunfire and was transported by paramedics to Saint 
Francis Hospital Medical Center of Lynwood where he died of his injuries.

Opening Statement 


On June 13, 2006, investigators from the Internal Affairs Bureau Force/Shooting Roll-Out Team 
responded to a temporary command post situated in the parking lot of “Will Rogers Memorial 
Park,” (Century Blvd & Central Avenue) in the city of Los Angeles. At the command post, 
Sergeant John Harris, Sergeant Ben Garcia and Lieutenant Mike Parker were briefed by 
Homicide detectives regarding a vehicle pursuit which culminated in a Deputy Involved Hit- 
Shooting. 


The incident began when a marked Sheriff s patrol car from the Century Sheriff s Station began 
pursing the driver of a white Toyota sedan, who they believed was Driving Under the Influence 
of Alcohol and/or Drugs and Reckless Driving. 


In the area of 96" Street, east of Central Avenue, the suspect driver (later identified as Carl 
Williams MB/27) rammed a Sheriffs unit that was stopped on 96" Street, east of Central 
Avenue. After ramming the stopped patrol car, Suspect Williams continued to assault the 
deputies, using his motor vehicle as a weapon to plow into the marked patrol cars. Suspect 
Williams continued this ramming pattern (pulling forward, then backing in reverse) three or four 
times. The involved deputies sought cover next to their vehicles. As Suspect Williams continued 
to assault the deputies, the deputies in fear of their lives, fired their handguns at Suspect 
Williams, firing only when he drove toward them. Suspect Williams who was the only occupant 
of the vehicle suffered multiple gunshot wounds and expired from his injuries. 


On June 13, 2006, Chief Ronnie M. Williams, Field Operations Region II, tasked the Internal 
Affairs Bureau with conducting an administrative investigation, with the following sections 
identified as potential violations of the Manual of Policy and Procedures:

Sheriff's Department Homicide Bureau. 


The following is an excerpt from the District Attorney’s Letter of Opinion, written by Deputy 
District Attorney Kahana, 


“The evidence examined in this investigation indicates that Carl Williams led police 
on a dangerous pursuit and turned his car into 2 mobile assault vehicle which posed 
a serious and immediate threat to the deputies. When Williams was ordered out of 
the vehicle, he intentionally disregarded the deputies’ commands. Instead, Williams 
shifted his vehicle into reverse and deliberately crashed into the deputies’ vehicles, 
endangering their lives and trapping Deputies Kimball and Sanchez. At no point 
did Williams give the deputies any indication that he was going to stop his vehicle, 
nor did he give any indication of surrender. Therefore, we conclude that each of the 
deputies reasonably believed that he was in imminent danger of great bodily injury 
or death by William’s vehicle and fired his weapon lawfully in self defense and 
defense of others. We are closing our file in this matter and will take no further 
action.” (Refer to Exhibit G, for additional information) 


District Attorney Kahana made the following observations (footnote # 3) in regard 
to the damage sustained by the radio cars. “The passenger side of the front bumper 
was pushed inward and upward. The headlight and turn signal assembly was 
broken and the headlight was missing. The grill assembly over the headlight was 
broken and missing. The tops of the push bars were pushed backward into the 
motor compartment. The hood was bent inwards and buckled upward and there 
was radiator fluid leaking from the vehicle. Both the front and rear passenger’s 
doors were dented inward and marked with significant black rubber tire transfer. 
There was paint transfer from William’s car on numerous places.” 


IAB NOTE: The description provided by Deputy District Attorney Kahana is a 
summation of the damage caused by Suspect Williams as he continued to ram his 
vehicle into the stopped Sheriff’s patrol cars. Refer to Photographs for additional 
information, 
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Synopsis 
Deputy Guerrero and Deputy Cardenas (Century Station Unit 213 F) were in uniform and in a 


marked black and white Sheriff's Department radio car, performing law enforcement duties in 
the unincorporated county area of Los Angeles. 


The deputies received a call (tag # 294) ot AA -y were to 
meet with a case worker from the Department of Children and Family Services (D.C.F.S.) and 
assist the worker with a welfare check. Refer to Miscellaneous Documents, Deputy Daily 
Worksheets and Unit History. 


As the deputies approached South Willowbrook Avenue, their attention was drawn to a white 
Toyota sedan. The Toyota traveled north on South Willowbrook Avenue, then tumed around, 
traveling south on South Willowbrook Avenue. The deputies observed the driver of the Toyota 
repeat this pattem two to three times. 


The deputies were diverted from their D.C.F.S., by a call of shots fired (Sheriff's Radio Code of 
923) at i aa # 309, Refer to Miscellaneous Documents. The 923 call 
was approximately three or four blocks from the D.C.F.S. call. Unable to locate the source of 
the shooting, the deputies drove back to A to meet with the 
D.C.F.S. case worker. 


Finding no one home at the D.C.F.S call, the deputies prepared to leave the location. The 
deputies again saw the Toyota. The Toyota was traveled west on East Stockwell Street and 
turned north on South Willowbrook Avenue. 


The deputies believed the driver’s actions were suspicious because the driver kept driving up and 
down on South Willowbrook Avenue, with no apparent destination. The deputies decided to 
catch up with the Toyota and run a check of the vehicle’s license plate. 


The Toyota had a thirty or forty second lead on the deputies as they attempted to catch up with 
it. Even though the driver of the Toyota was driving fast, tke deputies were able to maintain a 
visual on the vehicle, which was several cars in front of them. The driver of the Toyota made a 
sudden turn west onto El Segundo Blvd., with Unit 213 F following behind the speeding vehicle. 


The deputies remained behind the Toyota, with several cars between them. Now on E! Segundo 
Blvd the driver of the Toyota was swerving from side-to-side from the number one lane and into 
the number two lane. The Toyota’s driver was speeding, driving in an erratic manner, moving 
from lane to lane, and cutting in-between cars. 


The Toyota turned north on South Wilmington Avenue from El Segundo Blvd., with multiple 
cars in-between the Toyota and Unit 213 F. The Toyota’s driver swerved back-and-forth from 
the number one lane to the number two lane, without signaling, and made abrupt lane changes as 
he cut off cars, swerving in front of them. The Toyota’s driver continued serving in and out of 
lanes, often for no apparent reason. At times the Toyota’s driver would straddle the lane for a 
period of time or go around cars very close, almost hitting them. 
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The driver of the Toyota was speeding, lane straddling, not signaling and just driving in a 
reckless and erratic manner. Deputy Guerrero and Deputy Cardenas (Unit 213 F) believed that 
the way the driver was driving, was consistent with someone who was under the influence of 
alcohol and/or drugs. 


The deputies were able to catch up and get behind the Toyota after the driver stopped for a red 
traffic light at 118" Street and Wilmington Avenue. The deputies ran the plate and decided to 
effect a traffic stop on the vehicle as soon as the traffic signal tuned green. The deputies 
attempted a traffic stop at the 105 Freeway and Wilmington Avenue. The driver of the white 
Toyota sedan (later identified as Suspect Carl Williams) refused to yield and turned east on 115" 
Street. 


The deputies sounded their vehicle’s air horn several times trying to get the Toyota's driver, 
(Suspect Williams) to stop his vehicle. The deputies also used their vehicles’ spotlights flashing 
it across the Toyota’s rearview mirrors and side mirrors, as well as using their vehicles rotating 
emergency lights and siren. 


At Grape Street and 113" Street, the deputies requested the patch and began broadcasting via 
their radio that they were in pursuit of a “Deuce reckless.” 


Unit 213 F pursued Suspect Williams as he drove the following route, 

South on Mona Blvd, to west on 115" Street, 

North on Gorman, to west on 115" Place, 

West on 115" Place to north on Wilmington, west on Century Blvd, 

North on Compton, and eventually north on Success, 

West on 100" Street to north on Central Avenue, 

East 99" Street, to the north south alley, (just east of Central Avenue), culminating at 96" 
Street and east of Central Avenue.

JAB NOTE: The pursuit was approximately 3 miles long, with speeds 
between 45-60 miles per hour. The pursuit lasted approximately three 
minutes and forty seconds. (Refer to Exhibit A, (verbatim and recorded 
audio) and Exhibit E, Pursuit Package, for additional information) 


Century Unit 216 H joined the pursuit and became the first unit in the pursuit, when they turned 
west bound on 99" Street, and the suspect turned west bound on 100" Street. They followed the 
suspect’s vehicle as he drove north in the alley, approaching 96" Street, with 213F following 
behind them. 


Suspect Williams exited the alley and tumed left (west) toward Central Avenue. He 
intentionally rammed his vehicle into the passenger side of Unit 216 F, who was stopped on 6" 
Street, east of Central Avenue. When Suspect Williams exited the alley, he had the option of 
turning right (east) on 96" Street or left (west), toward Central Avenue. 
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Sergeant Steven Gonzalez, assigned to the Sheriffs Department Civil Ligation Unit and a 
member of the Traffic Collision Response Team of Headquarters Traffic Services was notified 
and responded to the scene. 


Sergeant Gonzalez investigated the collision and prepared a five-page supplemental report 
(Vehicle Motion Analysis) and was also interviewed in regards to his findings. (Refer to 
Exhibit D, Supplemental Report by Sergeant Gonzalez for additional information) 


As an expert in his field, Sergeant Gonzalez was able to reconstruct the collision, beginning with 
the Suspect Williams’ vehicle exiting the north south alley, that is east of Central Avenue and 
south of 96" Street. Sergeant Gonzalez opined: 


“The suspect vehicle was traveling northbound through the alley that you just 
indicated. As he was going through the alley, there was a radio car that was 
positioned in the middle of 96" Street at about a forty-five-degree angle. The 
radio car was positioned far enough west of the alley where the suspect could 
have just gone straight through the alley and continued northbound without ever 
striking the radio car. I believe that would be 216 Frank’s radio car was the one 
that was stopped in the middle of the street. The suspect made a very deliberate 
turn to his left, which would have been westbound, and struck the passenger front 
comer of 216 Frank’s vehicle. 


J] was able to determine that was a deliberate act, basically being assault on a 
peace officer or even attempted murder on a peace officer since we’re using such 
a heavy vehicle. I was able to determine that because of the angle of the impact 
between the two cars, and also the fact that the suspect could have just driven 
straight through the alley and not contacted the radio car. Based on the distance 
traveled of both vehicles and their damage profile, I was able to determine that 
the suspect struck the vehicle somewhere in the area of 216 Frank’s vehicle, he 
struck 216 Frank’s vehicle somewhere in the area of about thirty to thirty-five 
miles an hour. At impact, both of their front ends struck, hit each other, and then 
there was a secondary slap between the, right about at the rear tires. The marks 
on the road, the marks on the roadway showed me that the suspect’s vehicle then 
made a sharp right tum, which would have been eastbound on 96" Street, and his 
speed was scrubbed off from impacting the radio car and also from him braking. 
The suspect vehicle then hit the front of a Nissan pickup truck which was parked 
on the north side of the readway.” 
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Sergeant Gonzalez was asked for his opinion if the deputies in 216 F could have taken any 
preventive action to avoid being struck, after they stopped their patrol vehicle on 96" Street. 
Sergeant Gonzalez offered the following: 


“Oh, no, the collision happened too fast. J firmly, well, I'm going to give my 
opinion on this, I think I can. I think 216 Frank had positioned their vehicle in 
order to, anticipating the suspect would just continue northbound through the 
alley, and then as I said earlier, there was plenty of room for the suspect to 
continue further through the alley. They could not have gone forward. 
Otherwise, the suspect would have hit 216 Franks’ vehicle dead center on the 
passengers’ door and couldn’t have gone backwards. There just was not enough 
time left for him to shift gears and then move out of the way.” 


Sergeant Gonzales also said it was his belief that Unit 216F was stopped at the time of the 
impact. 


Deputies Kimball and Goodwin, Unit 216H, believed the suspect vehicle had crashed into the 
light pole, had been disabled and the pursuit was now over. They pulled their vehicle behind and 
to the right of the suspect’s vehicle, in anticipation of conducing a felony traffic stop. 


JAB NOTE: During the IAB interviews, it was the consensus of the involved 
deputies that Suspect Williams’ vehicle struck the side of 216F’s vehicle, and 
then continued on, striking the light pole on located on the north side of 96" 
Street. 


Thru his investigation, Sergeant Gonzalez was able to prove that Suspect 
Williams’ vehicle struck the front of the Nissan pickup truck Ca 
first, pushing the truck a small distance backwards and away from the light 
pole. The vehicle didn’t strike the light pole at this time. 


After Suspect Williams drove forward into the Nissan pickup truck, Deputy Kimball (driver of 
216 H) opened his door and stepped outside, standing in the well of the door, between the open 
driver's door and the frame of his car. Deputy Kimball was taking cover, in preparation for 
conducting a felony vehicle stop. 


After the front of the suspect’s vehicle struck the front of Nissan pickup truck, Suspect Williams 
repositioned his vehicle and backed into Deputy Kimball’s vehicle (216 H), spinning the tires 
and gunning the vehicle’s engine as he drove in reverse and crashed into the front and open 
driver’s door of Deputy Kimball’s radio car. 


Deputy Kimball saw the suspect suddenly place the Toyota into reverse and back straight at him. 
Deputy Kimball hastily retreated back into his radio car as the suspect’s vehicle struck the front 
of his radio car and then his door. Before he could completely retreat back into his car, the 
impact of tie collision slammed Deputy Kimball’s open door close, striking him with the door. 
As the suspect vehicle backed alongside of Deputy Kimball’s car, Deputy Kimball in fear for 
his life, fired several rounds at the suspect. 
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The suspect's vehicle struck the front bumper of Deputies Kimball's patrol car, scrapping the 
bumper as it backed up and possibly the driver’s door of Deputy Kimball’s patrol car. Deputy 
Kimball fired at Suspect Williams through the rolled up window of the driver’s door, as the 
suspect vehicle backed along the side of the radio car. 


Deputy Kimball’s partner, Deputy Goodwin also fired at the suspect, believing that Deputy 
Kimball was going to be crushed between his car door and the car. 


Measurement from the crime scene sketch, taken at the conclusion of the shooting, indicate a 
distance of two feet between the passenger side of the suspect’s vehicle and the left front 
(drivers) side of Deputy Kimball’s patrol car. (Refer to the Crime Scene Sketch at the 
conclusion of the summary) 


Sergeant Gonzalez was asked to reconstruct the events that occurred after the suspect’s vehicle 

struck the Nissan pickup truck and placed his vehicle into reverse, Sergeant Gonzalez related the 

following: 
“Well, | was able to determine that it struck the Nissan at a very low speed. 
When the suspect struck the Nissan, neither air bags on the suspect’s vehicle nor 
the Nissan pickup truck went off, and the Nissan was pushed just a small distance. 
So the impact was probably in the area of only about eight to ten miles per hour. 
Due to the markings on the roadway, what I was able to determine after that is the 
suspect then placed his vehicle in reverse and backed up. 


As he began to, as he began, the suspect began to backup, the rear comer panel of 
the suspect’s vehicle, somewhere in the area near the rear bumper, began scraping 
across the front bumper area of vehicle number: SD00289, which would be 216 
Henry’s vehicle on this map that you provided me. He, the suspect vehicle 
continued scraping along the front bumper. There was damage there that 
indicated the two vehicles came in contact, and also due to the marking on the 
roadway. 


Also, as the suspect began his acceleration, he pressed on the gas hard enough to 
cause the drive wheel to lose traction which caused a squealing sound on the 
roadway. The suspect vehicle, the suspect’s vehicle then backed up or came to a 
stop somewhere in the middle of 96" Street. At that point, what I was able to tell, 
again, due to the marking on the, markings on the roadway, the suspect then 
placed the vehicle in drive. He then accelerated forward again on 96" Street. The 
forward acceleration again was at a low speed. All of these are low speed 
maneuvers. There’s not enough room in this area or on the street for the suspect 
to get any speed up. All of these maneuvers probably occurred at less than about 
ten miles per hour. Again, the suspect went forward. This time I found no 
evidence that he struck anything in the forward, during his forward movement. 


After that forward movement, the suspect then again put his vehicle in reverse. I 
found evidence on the roadway that during this reverse maneuver he again lost 
traction as he was bringing the vehicle backwards. This time the suspect’s, the 
reat of the suspect’s vehicle hit the door of 216 Frank’s vehicle on this reverse, on 
this backing maneuver. 
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After he struck 216 Frank's door, once again, the suspect put his vehicle into 
drive and again accelerated forward. This forward acceleration caused the suspect 
run into the light post that was in front of one of the houses. I believe | 
P| The suspect struck the light pole that was in front. 
That was where I found the suspect’s vehicle at rest. Each of these movements 
that I’ve just described is supported by physical evidence on the roadway, either 
tire markings, acceleration marks or vehicle-to-vehicle contact. There may have 
been other movements forward or backwards on the roadway that did not leave 
any marks that, and that I cannot account for.” 


The suspect pulled forward and again put his car in reverse, striking the front and passenger side 
of Unit 216 F. 


After intentionally backing into Deputy Kimball’s vehicle (216 H), the suspect drove forward 
toward the light pole. Suspect Williams then placed his vehicle into reverse for a second time 
and again backed toward the radio cars. 


Gunning the vehicle’s engines and spinning the tires, Suspect Williams drove backwards, 
crashing his vehicle into Deputy Magos’ and Sanchez’s radio car (216 F) for the second time. 
-Deputy Sanchez was exiting the vehicle when the suspect backed his car into their radio car, 
forcing him to jump inside of his patrol car to avoid being struck by the suspect’s vehicle. The 
bottom of the suspect’s vehicle, impacted the top of 216 F’s engine compartment. 


As the suspect continued his assault, deputies, in fear for their safety, fired at the suspect. The 
suspect continued his assault on the deputies with the suspect intentionally backing his vehicle 
into the deputies’ patrol car, approximately four times. 


Deputy Guerrero (213F ) said after exiting the alley, behind 216H, he stopped and placed his 
radio car in reverse, backed up and placed his patrol car in park. Upon seeing the suspect’s 
vehicle back up, toward Deputy Kimball, he fired “numerous rounds down range,” Deputy 
Guerrero said that he was in fear for his life and the life of his partners. 


Deputy Guerrero said, “I was in direct range of the vehicle, directly behind the vehicle.” “I 
didn’t know what the suspect may of had, I fired multiple times into the vehicle, in fear of my 
life and that of my partners.” 


Deputy Guerrero said he was able to get out of his vehicle and position himself closer to 216F’s 
vehicle. Deputy Guerrero said he saw the driver was making “multiple” furtive motions, he was 
laying down, his hands were going up and down, as he was trying to get something. 


After driving his vehicle several times at the deputies, the suspect pulled his vehicle forward one 
last time. The suspect’s vehicle collided with the light pole at WAA.” it 


came to rest. Deputies reguested back-up and emergency mecical aid. Assisting units responded, 
an arrest team was formed and the deputies approached the suspect’s vehicle. 


The involved deputies were not part of the arrest team. It was determined that Suspect Williams 
had been struck by gunfire and was transported by paramedics to Saint Francis Hospital Medical 
Center of Lynwood where he died of his injuries. 
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At Saint Francis Hospital, a clear plastic baggie, containing seven rock-like substances, 
resembling rock cocaine was recovered from the backboard that Suspect Williams had been 
placed on. Refer to Supplementa | Report, Exhibit C, by Deputy Kendall. 


Sergeant Gonzalez opined that while the suspect’s vehicles speeds were not high, the injuries 
caused by being run over or struck by the suspect’s vehicle could still be serious injuries. 
Sergeant Gonzalez believes that when the suspect moved his car forward after striking the patrol 
car(s) and then placing his car into reverse, it was a deliberate act.

At the time of the incident, Suspect Williams was driving 


with a suspended Califomia Drivers License, with three “Failures To Appear,” listed on his 
Department of Motor Vehicle Printout.

At the time of the incident Suspect Williams was armed with a 9mm “Hi-Point” blue steel, 


semiautomatic pistol. This pistol was recovered from the dr ver’s seat of the vehicle. Refer to 
Exhibit F for additional information. 
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Injuries 

Suspect Carl Williams - The Corners Report lists a total of eighteen (18) gunshot wounds 
to the suspect, two of which were fatal. Those being the one to the head and one to the 
torso. The report indicates that five of the gunshots are potentially fatal, those to the right 
upper and both upper extremities as they produced fractures of the long bones and vascular 
injuries. Fleven of the gunshot wounds were non fatal, those to the right upper and both 
lower extremities. 


A Toxicology Report was prepared by Dr. Ortiz, Deputy Medical Examiner which revealed 
no narcotics or controlled substances were detected by the Forensic Laboratories. 


Dr Ortiz of The Los Angeles County Corners Department listed his finding the autopsy 
report. There Dr. Ortiz listed the mechanism of death as a combination of neural 
dysfunctional, as well as massive bleeding secondary to the injuries produced by the 
gunshot wounds. Dr. Ortiz opined that after a careful review of the circumstances and the 
autopsy examination, this death is moded as homicidal. For additional information, refer

Investigators’ Observations 

Investigators noted that the crime scene centered primarily on the driveway of and in the 
street in front of NY East of 96" Street is a narrow east/ west street 
boarded on the west by South Central Avenue and on the east by Pace Avenue. There are 
single family residences on both the north and south sides of the street with east to west 
sidewalks in front of them. 


There is a north to south alley 110 feet east of Central Avenue, adjacent to the east side of 
the alleyway. 


East 96! Street is 32 feet wide from curb line to curb line. The intersecting north/south 
alley is 17 feet wide south of 96" Street. The alley widens to 20 feet north of East 96" 
Street. The alley is asphalt with concrete aprons blending into East 96" Street. (Refer to 
Supplemental Report by Homicide Lnvestigators William Cotter and Richard Lopez, 
which can be found in the Homicide Investigation, Pages 71 thru 81)

Weapon Used by Suspects

the suspect’s vehicle. Upon closer examination it was found to be loaded with one live round in 
the chamber and six live rounds in the magazine. The weapon did not appear to have been 
recently fired.

Involved Employee Statements 

The narrative which follows is intended only as a synopsis of the interviews and additional 
information and precise verbiage may be obtained by reviewing the recorded interviews. 
Additionally, verbatim transcriptions have been submitted with this investigation. At the conclusion 
of the IAB verbatim transcription, the involved deputies have indicated the position or in some cases, 
the positions that they fired from. The crime scene sketch and deputies firing positions are not to 
scale and serve as an additional tool for the reader. 
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Deputy Tony Guerrero, driver of Unit 213F 

Deputy Guerrero said he and Deputy Cardenas saw the suspect’s vehicle “roaming around,” 
approximately three times and that it had driven by them, actually passing them. 

Deputy Guerrero said they were at a call, and after leaving the call, they saw the vehicle again and 
were able to catch up to it. They caught sight of the suspect’s vehicle as the vehicle was traveling west 
on El Segundo at Willowbrook. Deputy Guerrero said the suspect was driving pretty fast and there 
were multiple cars in between them. 


Deputy Guerrero said they got close enough to the suspect (approximately 120" and Wilmington) to 
run the license plate on the vehicle. They decided to pull him over, as he was driving way too fast and 
they “it him up” at 105" and Wilmington. The suspect refused to pull over and took off on them. 


Route of the Pursuit 

Deputy Guerrero said they followed the suspect’s vehicle; 

> north on Wilmington, were he doubled back and went over the tracks, 

> south on the east side of Wilmington, to east on 1 15" Street, 

> east on 113" Street (possibly by going north on Grape Street), “Initiated Pursuit 

> south on Mona Blvd, to west on 115” Street, 

> north on Gorman, to west on 115” Place, 

» west on 115" Place to north on Wilmington, west on Century Blvd, 
north on Compton, and eventually north on Success, 

> west on 100" Street to north on Central Avenue, 

> east 99" Street, to the north south alley, (just east of Central Avenue), 

> culminating at 96" Street and east of Central Avenue. 


Deputy Guerrero said that at 96" Street, east of Central Avenue, the suspect’s vehicle collided with a 
radio car that was traveling east on 96" Street from Central Avenue. Deputy Guerrero said that after 
striking the radio car, the suspect’s vehicle struck a street light pole. 


Deputy Guerrero said he originally stopped, approximately 10 feet behind the suspect’s vehicle and 
backed up, when he saw the suspect’s vehicle back up lights come on. Deputy Guerrero said this 
occurred after the suspect had crashed into the side of Unit 216F’s vehicle and stopped momentarily 
after hitting the light pole. 


Deputy Guerrero said after the suspect’s vehicle struck the light pole, the suspect repositioned his 
vehicle and backed into Deputy Kimball's vehicle (216 H). The suspect backed into Unit 216H, drove 
forward and again backed into Unit 216F. Deputy Guerrero said the second impact was harder than the 
first. He saw Deputy Kimball exit his vehicle, run backwards, and go to his knee as he slipped and fell. 


Deputy Guerrero said he believed that Deputy Kimball was going to be crushed by the suspect’s 
vehicle and that he fired his weapon at the driver. Deputy Guerrero said he was at the driver’s door 
when he fired and heard the sound of gun shots, before he fired. 


The suspect pulled his vehicle forward, spinning the tires, and then went backwards, crashing his 
vehicle into Deputy Magos’ and Sanchez’s vehicle (216 F). Deputy Guerrero said Deputy Sanchez. 
was the book man and when the suspect rammed Sanchez’s vehicle, the force caused Sanchez to fall 
backwards. 
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Deputy Guenero said he was able to get out of his vehicle and position himself closer to 216F’s 
vehicle. Deputy Guerrero said he saw the driver wes making “multiple” furtive motions, he was laying 
down, his hands were going up and down, as he was trying to get something. 


Additional clarifying statements by Deputy Guerrero; 

» Deputy Guerrero said that he was able to back his radio car away from the suspect’s vehicle, 
before firing. 

> Deputy Guerrero took up a position next to Deputy Sanchez, after he moved from bis radio car 

$ Deputy Guerrero believes he reloaded his weapon somewhere near his vehicle. 

» Deputy Guerrero said that the suspect's vehicle had passed him at least three different times, 
twice on Willowbrook going back and forth and once when the suspect was stopped on 
Stockwell. 


Deputy Rafael Cardenas, book man for Unit 213F 
Deputy Cardenas related the events that led up to the pursuit, corroborating the earlier statements made 
by his partner, Deputy Guerrero, who was the driver of their car. 


Deputy Cardenas said that during the pursuit, the suspect’s vehicle lost traction from it rear tires and 
that sparks were shooting out from the vehicle’s undercarriage, as it went over a bump in the road at 
Santa Anna and Wilmington Avenue. At Century and Success, the suspect’s vehicle again lost traction 
with the pavement, as the suspect locked his brakes up, as he tried to turn and skidded past the street. 


Deputy Cardenas said as the suspect’s vehicle exited the north/south alley onto 96” Street, it crashed 
into a radio car that was going east on 96" Street. Deputy Cardenas said after rebounding off the radio 
car, the suspect’s vehicle then struck a light pole. 


Deputy Cardenas said the radio car that had been in front of them, Unit 216F, pulled off to the right 
side of the suspect’s vehicle, to make a felony traffic stop. Deputy Cardenas said they lined up their 
radio car between 216F and 216H. Deputy Cardenas said that he saw the back up lights of the 
suspect’s vehicle come on and the suspect vehicle slammed into both of the radio cars that were 
directly in front of him (216F and 216H). 


Deputy Cardenas said this occurred as the deputies were exiting their vehicles, which caused the car 
doors to slam shut and hit the deputies. The suspect vehicle then pulled forward, before placing his 
vehicle into reverse for a second time and ramming the radio cars. Deputy Cardenas said the suspect 
had turned in his seat and was looking back at them. Deputy Cardenas said the suspect appeared to be 


angry. 


Deputy Cardenas said, “in fear for my partner’s lives, 1 fired my weapon 2- 4 times at the vehicle to 
stop the threat.” Deputy Cardenas said he fired into the driver’s compartment of the suspect’s vehicle 
from a distance of approximately 10-12 feet, from the door well of his radio car. 


Deputy Cardenas said he fired his weapon the second time that the suspect placed his vehicle into 
reverse and heard rounds going off before he fired. Deputy Cardenas said that the vehicle continued 
moving back and forth, still colliding with the deputies vehicles, with the deputies still inside of the 
vehicle. He said deputies were yelling for the suspect to stop. However, he ignored their commands. 
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Deputy Cardenas said the suspect’s vehicle continued to collide into the radio cars, but he no longer 
had a good clear shot. Deputy Cardenas said he walked around to the front of the hood of the black 
and white that was to the right side of him, leaned over the hood and fired “multiple” shots into the 
suspect’s vehicle to stop the threat. 


Additional clarifying statements by Deputy Cardenas; 


” Deputy Cardenas said he fired his first rounds when the deputies were in danger of 
being crushed by the suspect’s vehicle. 

> Deputy Cardenas fired from two different locations. 

> Deputy Cardenas said the suspect was moving his hands from top to bottom. 

» Deputy Cardenas said even after he fired his second group of rounds, the suspect 
continued his assault. 

» Deputy Cardenas said as he was putting out the emergency traffic, shots were still 
being fired at the moving suspect. 

> Deputy Cardenas said that he believed the suspect intentionally crashed into Unit 216F 


and that he saw the suspect swerve to the left upon leaving the alley. 


Deputy Gerardo Magos, driver of Unit 216F 

Deputy Magos said they heard Unit 213F on the “patch” in pursuit of a “Deuce Reckless,” and 
because of the suspect’s direction of travel, they believed the suspect was headed for the projects. 
Deputy Magos said they were working the Firestone Park Area, and began traveling southbound on 
Hooper Avenue. (Hooper Avenue turns into Cental Avenue after 94" Street) 


Deputy Magos said they were driving eastbound on 96" Street from Cental Avenue when the suspect's 
vehicle exited the N/S alley. Deputy Magos said the suspect drove his vehicle straight at them and he 
didn’t have his driving lights on. After crashing into them and the suspect’s vehicle veered off into a 


light pole. 


Deputy Magos said that Deputy Kimball pulled up behind the suspect’s vehicle and got out of his car. 
Deputy Magos said the suspect placed his car in reverse and drove toward Deputy Kimball. The 
suspect’s vehicle struck Deputy Kimball's door. Deputy Magos believed the suspect was going to 
seriously injure Deputy Kimball and so he (Magos) fired his weapon at the suspect. Deputy Magos 
said he believed other deputies also fired at the suspect at this time. 


Deputy Magos said the suspect then drove forward and again placed his vehicle into reverse, backing 
toward the radio cars. Deputy Magos said his partner was out of the vehicle, and that as the suspect 
drove backwards for the second time, he (suspect) smashed into his partner’s (Sanchez’s) right front 
door. Deputy Magos said he though the suspect was going to injure his partner, and he fired his 
weapon again. 


Deputy Magos said the suspect again drove forward, stopped and again placed his vehicle into reverse. 
The suspect once again ran his vehicle into Deputy Kimball’s radio car and he (Magos) fired again. 
Deputy Magos said that the suspect once again pulled forward, then placed his vehicle into reverse 
and struck their car again, at which time he (Magos) fired his weapon again. 
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Deputy Magos said at one point the suspect put both legs out of the car as if he was going to jump out 
of the car, They continued to give the suspect verbal commands to put his hands up. Deputy Magos 
said that he could see the suspect was moving his arm, as if reaching for something. 


Additional clarifying statements by Deputy Magos; 

> Deputy Magos said that he fired at the suspect from a position behind his door (drivers side.) 

» Deputy Magos said that the suspect backed his car into their radio cars four different times. 

r Deputy Magos told Homicide investigators, that the first time that he fired, he fired 2 to 3 
rounds, the second time he fired, he fired 5 to 6 rounds. The third time he fired, he fired 3 
rounds and unknown on the fourth time he fired. Deputy Magos said each time that he fired, he 
was either in fear of his own life, or in fear of another deputy’s life. 


Deputy Guillermo Sanchez, book man for Unit 216F 

Deputy Sanchez said they heard the pursuit go out, with a Century unit following a “Reckless Drunk 
Driver. ” They proceeded toward the pursuit so that they would be close enough to assist with a 
containment when the pursuit terminated. They heard that the suspect's vehicle was traveling 
eastbound on either 99" or 100" Street. 


As they drove eastbound on 96" Street, they slowed down because they could hear sirens, at which 
time the suspect’s vehicle exited the alley, crashed into them and subsequently collided with a light 
pole. Deputy Sanchez said they did not hear any radio traffic that the pursuit was traveling north in the 
alley. Deputy Sanchez said it appeared at first that the suspect's vehicle was going to tum right, but 
didn’t. The suspect intentionally rammed his vehicle into their radio car. 


Deputy Sanchez said they set up to do a felony traffic stop and he believed the suspect’s vehicle was 
no longer operable. Deputy Sanchez said he got out of his car and pointed his gun in the direction of 
the suspect’s car. Deputy Sanchez said the suspect placed his vehicle in reverse and began to back up 
toward Deputy Kimball, who was standing between the driver’s door and his radio car. Deputy 
Sanchez said as the suspect’s vehicle backed up, it hit the bumper of Deputy Kimball’s vehicle and 
was headed toward Deputy Kimball’s door. 


Deputy Sanchez said that the suspect’s vehicle careened off of Deputy Kimball’s radio car and was 
now headed toward him. Deputy Sanchez said that in fear for both Deputy Kimball’s life and his own, 
he fired approximately five rounds at the driver. 


Deputy Sanchez said the suspect’s vehicle drove forward and again rapidly backed up. The suspect’s 
vehicle collided with the front bumper of his radio car, and actually landed on top of the hood of their 
unit, Deputy Sanchez said he didn’t have time to get away, so he (Sanchez) dove back into his radio 
car, 


Deputy Sanchez said after the suspect’s vehicle struck their car and the suspect drove forward again. 
He (Sanchez) started to get out of his car again and that the suspect again struck Deputy Kimball's 
vehicle and their vehicle one more time. The suspect then drove forward one more time and stopped at 
the pole. 


Deputy Sanchez said he heard a few more shots and then the firing stopped. His partner (Magos) got 
on the radio and requested additional assistance. 
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Additional clarifying statements by Deputy Sanchez; 

» Deputy Sanchez fired from the open door or just outside of the door of his unit, then went back 
into his car and did not fire again. 

» Deputy Sanchez said that as the suspect was backing up, the suspect was laying down in the seat 
and using the seat and trunk as cover. 

” Deputy Sanchez said that the suspect was given numerous commands to stop by deputy 
personnel. 

» Deputy Sanchez said he believed the suspect was moving between 3 and 4 miles per hour as he 
was backing toward them. 


Deputy Neil Kimball, driver of Unit 216 H 

Deputy Kimball said he and his partner (Deputy Goodwin) were at a call at 99" and Success Avenue 
when they heard a broadcast from another unit advising that they were in pursuit of a “Reckless 
Drunk Driver.” Deputy Kimball said they headed in that direction and joined the pursuit, becoming 
the second radio car in the pursuit. 


Deputy Kimball said they became the first unit in the pursuit, when they tumed west bound on 99" 
Street, and the suspect tumed west bound on 100" Street. They followed the suspect’s vehicle as he 
drove north in the alley, approaching 96" Street. 


Deputy Kimball said the suspect’s vehicle exited the alley at 96" Street, and it crashed into the radio 
car that was headed east on 96" Street and then into a light pole. Deputy Kimball estimated the 
suspect’s speed in the alley was approximately 60-70 mph, and believed the suspect intentionally 
swerved into the radio car, Unit 216F. 


Deputy Kimball said after the suspect crash into the light pole, he stopped his radio car to the rear 
passenger side of the suspect's vehicle. Deputy Kimball said as soon as the suspect’s vehicle stopped 
at the light pole, the suspect placed his vehicle into reverse and backed into their radio car. The 
suspect veered his vehicle (passenger side), into the driver’s side of their radio car. Deputy Kimball 
said at this point his door (drivers’) was open and the suspect’s vehicle hit either his door or the front 
of his radio car and his door swung closed, striking him on his side. Deputy Kimball said it 
happened so fast, they didn’t have time to take evasive action. 


Deputy Kimball said he fired a round toward the driver of the suspect vehicle, thinking that he 
(Kimball) was trapped inside of his car, “pinned in,” with the suspect directly across from him. 
Deputy Kimball believed the suspect was armed and that he had just assaulted his fellow deputies, 
using his vehicle as a weapon. He said he couldn't see the suspect’s hands and thought he was 
reaching for a weapon. Deputy Kimball said he fired through the (drivers’) window. He said, “I 
tried to open the door, then tried to open the door, then tried again.” Deputy Kimball said he fired at 
the suspect’s vehicle, because the suspect had pulled forward and was coming back at him. 


Deputy Kimball said that when he got out of his radio car and he slipped on the broken glass, falling 
to the ground. Deputy Kimball said, “as I got up, the suspect was still coming, which was like the 


third time.” 
Deputy Kimball said he tactically reloaded and believes he fired another two to three more rounds. 


At this point Deputy Kimball said that he didn’t see the suspect moving anymore and he stopped 
firing, 
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Clarifying statements by Deputy Kimball, 

» Deputy Kimball said he had started to exit his car, when the suspect caused his door to slam 
back and that he almost had his head pinned between the door and the car. 

r Deputy Kimball said he fired his first round when the suspect vehicle struck his radio car, 
causing his door to come back. Deputy Kimball doesn’t recall whether or not he fired through 
the window, and believes he fired 4 to 5 rounds. 

” Deputy Kimball said that he fired additional rounds at the suspect, as the suspect maneuvered 
his vehicle in reverse at him. Deputy Kimball said he was trapped and that the suspect’s 
vehicle was along the side of him. 

» Deputy Kimball said he could hear the deputies yelling commands at the suspect to stop and 
the suspect was just sitting there, that he was waving his arms and moving his hands and 
teaching under the seat. 

> Deputy Kimball reiterated that he felt that he was “pinned in,” the suspect was very close to 
him and that he was in danger. 

> Deputy Kimball said he knew about the radio car that the suspect had crashed into, but was 
unaware of the presence of the third radio car. 


Deputy David Goodwin, book man for Unit 216 H 

Deputy Goodwin corroborated the statements of his partner Deputy Kimball as to how they became 
part of the pursuit. Additionally Deputy Goodwin said that the lead vehicle slid wide on the tum at 
Century and Success, at which time they passed the lead vehicle and took over the pursuit. Deputy 
Goodwin said there were only two radio cars involved in the pursuit. 


Deputy Goodwin said they followed the suspect northbound through the alley and that the lead 
vehicle with Deputy Cardenas, was now behind them. Deputy Goodwin estimated the suspect’s 
speed at approximately 40-50 mph, adding that the narrow width of the alley made seem as if you 
were driving faster. 


Deputy Goodwin said as they approached 96" Street, they could see the emergency rotator lights 
from an approaching radio car that was eastbound on 96" Street from Central Avenue. Deputy 
Goodwin said as they approached the mouth of the alley, it appeared that the suspect was going to 
make a right hand tun from the alley onto 96" Street. 


Deputy Goodwin said that he doesn’t know if when the suspect saw the radio car, he “nutted up,” or 
„but he tumed right into them, “it looked like he intended to ram them.” The radio car stopped, it 
didn’t matter, he rammed them anyway, sending their vehicle askew and the suspect’s vehicle 
“sicocheted” off into a pole and on the sidewalk. 


Deputy Goodwin said they came up behind the suspect’s vehicle in order to do a felony stop. Deputy 
Goodwin said he exited his vehicle and that his partner, Deputy Kimball started to exit the vehicle. 
Deputy Goodwin said that almost instantaneously with the suspect’s vehicle striking the pole, the car 
came back at them. 


Deputy Goodwin said that he looked over to see where his parmer was and all he could see was 
Deputy Kimball’s head, above the roof line and he knew that Kimball was in the door way. Deputy 
Goodwin said the suspect’s vehicle was coming directly at Kimball and he knew that Kimball had no 
place to go. 
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Deputy Goodwin said that fearing for his partner’s (Kimball) life, he fired two rounds at the suspect. 
The suspect’s vehicle struck their radio car, pushing them backwards a foot or two. The suspect 
placed his vehicle into drive, pulled forward, hit the pole again, placed his vehicle into reverse and 
came straight back at them. 


Deputy Goodwin said he looked over to see if Deputy Kimball had gotten clear and couldn’t see 
him. He said he didn’t know if he had gone down, had gotten back into the car or had run around the 
back. Deputy Goodwin said that he saw the suspect was backing up and now headed straight for 
Deputy Sanchez. Deputy Goodwin said he fired one or two rounds at the suspect. Deputy Goodwin 
said the suspect’s vehicle went forward again and came back a third time and struck Deputy 
Sanchez’ vehicle. The suspect vehicle then pulled forward, coming to rest at the pole. 


Additional clarifying statements by Deputy Goodwin; 

> Deputy Goodwin fired from outside of his radio car, next to the right front door well. 

> Deputy Goodwin said he gave verbal commands for the suspect to stop, show his hands, ete. 

» Deputy Goodwin said that it appeared that the suspect was trying to crouch down and that his 
hands were all over the place. 


The involved deputies stated that they only fired their weapons when Suspect Williams was backing 
his vehicle toward them. The deputies believed that Suspect Williams was not trying to escape. 
Rather, he was trying to seriously injure or kill one of them. The deputies said that when Suspect 
Williams pulled forward in his vehicle, they did not shoot, as they did not feel threatened by the 
Suspect’s actions. 


All of the deputies said they were familiar with the Department Policy regarding shooting at a 
moving vehicle and did not believe they violated Department policy. The deputies said they were not 
firing at the vehicle in an attempt to somehow disable it, but were in fact shooting at the driver 
(Suspect Williams) to stop him from continuing his assault on them. 


The deputies independently stated that “Contagious Fire,” was not an issue. 


Lieutenant Nick Rampone, On-duty Watch Commander Century Station 

Lieutenant Rampone said he was outside of the station, by the back door, checking on patrol cars, 
when the “10-33" radio traffic went out. He said as entered the station, deputies were running out to 
get in their cars. Lieutenant Rampone said he walked to the bridge (desk area) and was told Unit 
213F was in pursuit of a reckless deuce. Refer to Exhibit A, Cold Line Traffic. 


Lieutenant Rampone said he immediately picked up the telephone cold fine to SCC to make sure of 
what he had. He said initially, he was told by deputies on the bridge, that it was a reckless deuce on 
the wrong side of the road. Lieutenant Rampone said there was a lot of information being thrown at 
him and he needed to confirm it. He said he picked up the cold line to verify if criteria governing 
pursuits were being met, before allowing the pursuit to go forward. 


Lieutenant Rampone said he was asking for verification and was getting it back from whoever he 
was talking to on the bridge at S.C.C. Lieutenant Rampone said he began to appraise the 
information he was receiving over the cold line, to determine if the information being supplied by 
Unit 213F met the criteria for pursuing a drunk driver, who was driving recklessly. 
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He said he was also evaluating the safety of the public, pedestians, traffic volume, time of day, 
weather and road conditions, etcetera, etcetera. 


Lieutenant Rampone said his understanding of Department policy is; We would pursue when the 
driver is driving so flagrantly recklessly, that the driver represents a clear and present danger to other 
users of the highway. And if we don’t apprehend him, the violator would pose an imminent and a 
life threatening danger to the public. 


Liéutenant Rampone said that based on the radio traffic he was listening to, he believed the suspect 
driver represented a clear and present danger to other users of the highway. When asked to articulate, 
Lieutenant Rampone said, “Well, at one point 213 Frank broadcast that the individual is going about 
thirty-five miles an hour. He’s taking several stop signs, which I took to mean he’s going through 
them without stopping and he’s nearly hit several cars.” 


Lieutenant Rampone said he was listening for radio traffic that would indicate the pursuit policy was 
being violated, i.e., offensive tactics, trying to box the suspect in, passing, and the number of 
vehicles involved. 


Lieutenant Rampone said, | could tell the deputies were excited, but they were communicating the 
way they were supposed to. They repeated themselves to make sure they got across, There's people 
responding, there’s supervisor, there’s a lot of things going on in the pursuit and J think they acted 
the way they were taught and trained and the information was coming to me. The questions I was 
asking $.C.C. was only because of the gap in time that it took me to get to the bridge and I just was 
trying to verify what was said. It wasn’t that I couldn't hear it from them, | could, but I wanted to 
make sure that we had all the criteria before we went too deep into the pursuit. Which was 
eventually communicated to me.” 


Lieutenant Rampone said he believed the pursuit was whithin policy. 


Witness Statements 


The following witness’ statements were taken as verbatim from the Homicide Investigation and are 
listed in their supplemental report on pages 46 through 55. The interview has been copied as a 
convenience to the reader. 


On June 14, 2006 at 2330 hours, Sheriff's Homicide Investigators, Sergeant Ken Clark and Sergeant Robert 
Martindale, were detailed from their respective residences 10 in the 
unincorporated part of the city of Los Angeles to assist in a deputy involved shooting. Sergeant 
Clark arrived on scene at 0057 hours and Sergeant Martindale arrived at 0130 hours. 
Investigators were briefed regarding the circumstances surrounding the shooting incident and 
were also escorted through the crime scene by the lead Homicide Investigators, Deputy Kevin 
Lowe and Deputy Dameron Peyton. 


Investigators were tasked with identifying and interviewing any civilian witness to the shooting 
incident. Deputy District Attorney, Tal Kahana and Senior District Attorney Investigator, 

accompanied Investigators as we canvassed the neighborhood for witnesses. Deputy 
Antonio Garcia MBB ccorpeniea investigators and acted as a Spanish translator. 
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At 0300 hours, Investigators interviewed W) ee 
EE KI regarding the 


deputy involved shooting that took place outside his house. Deputy District Attomey, Tal 
Kahana, Senior District Attorney Investigator, land Deputy Antonio Garcia were 
present during the interview. The interview was recorded in digital audio and a copy of the 
recording will be made a permanent part of this file.

He said he 
heard two smali crashes before going to the door to check and as soon as he opened his door he 
saw that the white car trying to drive through his yard. He told investigators the car looked like it 
was trying to get away from a Sheriff's radio car.

The radio car was traveling south on 
Central Avenue and when it reached 96" street, the radio car made a hard left turn. The car was 
now traveling eastbound on 96" street from Central Avenue. He said at the same time he saw a 
white car traveling north in the alley behind his house. That car was being followed by two 
Sheriffs radio cars. The white car continued through the alley and drove over the curb at 96" 
Street. He said he saw the Sheriffs radio car, that was following behind the white car, collided into 
the back of the white car. He said he heard three loud booms, after the white car drove over the 
curb. He thought the three booms were three separate car accidents. He thought he saw one of 
the sheriffs car try to stop the white car from moving. 


Witness [sated he saw a sheriffs radio car travel west on 96" Street and he said the 
suspect's car was now surrounded. He said at one point the suspect apparently got out of the car 
and fired 5 or 6 rounds at the deputies. He told investigators he heard the deputies return gunfire 
and shoot at the suspect. 


When investigators asked Witness r he was sure the suspect fired at the deputies first he 
said” there was 5 to 6 rounds before the sheriffs responded. You could hear he (suspect) got 
off about § or 6 and after that there was retaliation gunfire from the Sheriffs." He said that 
by this time he had run inside the back door of his house. He stated he could count the first set 
of rounds fired but he couldn't count the rest because there were so many being fired. When 
asked if he could see where the deputies were standing when they fired their weapons, he said 
no, he couldn't physically see them. He said the gate blocked his view. He said "but listening 
to it you can put two and two together...and suspect that somebody first open fire, that 
was not the Sheriffs." 


Investigators asked Witness how did he come to that conclusion. He stated "after maybe, 
about less than 20 seconds of gunfire...you could hear that the first 5 to 6 rounds that were 
let off... and then the return fire." Witness AE he didn't see the car crash but he heard 
it, He said he was running and at the top of the stairs by that time. He couldn't hear if anything 
was being said because the shooting noise was loud. Investigators asked Witness lle he 
concluded the suspect fired at the deputies first, based on what he saw or was it based on what he 
heard. 


He stated he speculated that's what occurred because he heard the initial gunshots. Then he heard 
a pause and then a barrage of gunfire. He added that he did not witness the actual shooting he only 
heard the gunshots. 


Investigators asked if he heard orders being given before the shooting and he answered that he 
was trying to get inside his house at that time. He said he wasn't thinking about anything except 
getting inside as quickly as he could. He repeated his statement saying he was standing in the 
back yard on the telephone. He looked through the wrought iron and wood fence where he could 
see Central Avenue. 
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He saw the first radio car heading south on Central Avenue at ahigh rate of speed. That radio car 
made a hard left turn and started heading east on 96" Street. He said he turned his head, to look to 
his left, and he saw the white car come out the alley. 


Witness scorted investigators to the backyard to show us where he witnessed everything. 
Investigators listened as he pointed out where he stood as he witnessed the incident. He pointed 
towards Central Avenue and stated he saw the first radio car driving south. That was the car that 
made the hard left tum and drove east on 96" Street. He said the radio car was heading towards 
him and before the car reached the alley, he saw the suspect's white car exit the alley. The white 
car was being chased by two radio cars through the alley. Investigators noted that the suspect's 
car could have collided with any traffic on 96" Street. The alley is a north/south alley that empties 
onto 96" Street, which is an east/west street. Since the suspect's car was traveling north through 
the alley it would have been on a collision course with traffic on 96" Street. 


Witness ffedmitted his back was turned to the street when the shooting started. He reiterated 
that he was running to get in the house and he added, it didn't take him long to get inside. He 
estimates it was 3 seconds from the time he heard the first boom, which he described as the 
suspect's car driving over the 96" Street curb. He said he thinks the suspect tried to ram the 
deputies car, but by the time that happened he was inside his house. He described seeing the 
suspect's white car drive up and onto the curb in front of He said he was 
closing his door by the time the shooting started.

The Justice System Integrity Division of the Los Angeles County District Attorney’s 
Office has completed its review of the June 13, 2006, fatal shooting of Carl Williams by 
Los Angeles County Sheriff’s Deputies Rafael Cardenas, David Goodwin, Tony 
Guerrero, Neil Kimball, Gerardo Magos and Guillermo Sanchez. We have concluded 
that the deputies acted lawfully in self-defense. 


The following analysis is based on reports submitted to this office on January 29, 2007, 
by Detective Dameron Peyton of the Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department, 
Homicide Division. The District Attorney’s Command Center was notified of this 
incident at 12:30 a.m., on June 14, 2006. The District Attorney Response Team, 
consisting of District Attomey Senior — ilifana Deputy District 
Attorney Tal Kahana, was notified by the Command Center and immediately responded 
to the scene. They were given a briefing and a “walk-through” of the scene by 


investigators from the Los Angeles County Sheriff’s Department (LASD). No compelled 
statements of any deputies were reviewed or considered as part of our analysis.

FACTUAL ANALYSIS 


On June 13, 2006, Los Angeles County Sheriff's Deputies Rafael Cardenas and 

Tony Guerrero were on patrol, wearing a full uniform, and driving in a marked black and 
white patrol vehicle.! Shortly after 11:00 p.m., they noticed a white Toyota being driven 
recklessly and at a high rate of speed. The driver and sole occupant in the car was Carl 
Williams. The Deputies attempted to stop the car, but Williams accelerated away from 
them. Cardenas notified Sheriff's Communications that they were in pursuit. After 
several blocks, Williams turned into an alley and began driving northbound at a high rate 
of speed. Deputies Nei] Kimball and Tony Goodwin joined the pursuit and were behind 
Williams in the alley. They became the lead car in the pursuit, followed by Cardenas and 
Guerrero. 


Hearing the pursuit broadcast on their radio, Deputies Gerardo Magos and Guillermo 
Sanchez positioned their patrol vebicle facing east on 96" Street, perpendicular to the 
alley north of Williams’ location. As Williams neared the mouth of the alley, the 
flashing red lights of Magos and Sanchez’s car became visible. Williams accelerated and 
deliberately veered into Magos and Sanchez’s patrol vehicle. The force of the collision 
caused the patrol car to spin and come to rest facing northbound, Williams continued 
across 96"" Street and crashed into a light pole across from the alley as well as the car 
parked next to it. 


The deputies parked their vehicles in a semi-circle in back of Williams’ Toyota, which 
was up against the light pole. Magos and Sanchez’s patrol vehicle was to the left of the 
configuration, Cardenas and Guerrero’s car was in the middle and Goodwin and 
Kimball’s unit was to the right. 


Once Williams stopped, Cardenas positioned himself in the web of his passenger side 
door. Kimball took the same position at the driver side door of his vehicle. The deputies 
saw the white reverse lights of the Toyota illuminate and heard the sound of wheels 
spinning and fighting for traction. Williams backed his car in the direction of the patrol 
units, colliding with the driver’s door of Kimball’s vehicle. Goodwin told investigators 
that it appeared that Kimball was trapped between the doorway of his patrol vehicle and 
Williams’ car. The deputies were unsure if he had been struck by Williams’ car or was 
injured. Kimball told investigators that he was thrown back inside his car, and was 
pinned in the drivers’ seat of his patrol vehicle for a period of time, unable to get out and 
get to safety. 


Sanchez had exited the passenger side of his patrol vehicle and was commanding 
Williams to stop. Williams drove forward, collided with the pole a second time, then 
reversed into the patrol cars a second time, striking Sanchez’s vehicle. The collision 


1 Bach of the deputies involved in this incident were in full uniform and in a marked black and white patrol 
vehicle, 
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caused Sanchez to, “dive back into his vehicle to seek cover.” His fellow deputies 
thought he had fallen to the ground. 


Williams not only continued to ignore the commands of the deputies, but also moved 
evasively around the inside of the Toyota, moving his body and hands out of view. 
Williams continued driving his vehicle forward and backwards, colliding with the patrol 
cars. The deputies reported to investigators that Williams backed his car into Kimball 
and Goodwin’s patrol vehicle twice, and Magos and Sanchez’s unit twice. 


Fearing for their safety and the safety of the community, the deputies discharged rounds 
from their service weapons, striking Williams and ending the encounter.” 


Magos and Sanchez’s patrol car sustained significant collision damage to the front and 
right side.” Kimball and Goodwin’s patrol vehicle sustained significant damage to the 
left front side." Guerrero and Cardenas’ unit sustained no apparent damage. 


Williams was treated by paramedics and transported to Saint Francis Hospital, where he 
was pronounced dead by Dr. Reginald Jones, M.D. at 11:57 p.m. On June 16, 2006, 
Deputy Medical Examiner Pedro M. Ortiz-Colom, M.D., performed an autopsy on 
Williams’ body and attributed the cause of death to, “multiple gunshot wounds.” Of the 
eighteen gunshot wounds, two were fatal and five were potentially fatal. 


At the hospital, Deputy Stephen Kendall recovered a clear plastic baggie containing over 
four grams of cocaine base from Williams and ninety dollars was recovered from his 
pants. A 9mm handgun was recovered from the driver seat of the car Williams was 
driving. The weapon was fully loaded with one live round in the chamber and six live 


rounds in the magazine. The gun was purchased by , |

Williams was a documented Avalon Garden Crip Clan gang member with the moniker of 
vil” and “Lil? G>. 


? It was later determined that each deputy discharged the following number of rounds: Cardenas - 12, 
Goodwin - 3, Guerrero - 23, Kimball - 19, Magos - 12 and Sanchez- 6. 
3 The passenger side of the front bumper was pushed inward and upward. The headlight and tum signal 
assembly were broken and the headlight was missing. The grille assembly over the headlight was broken 
and missing. The top of the push bars were pushed backward into the motor compartment. The hood was 
bent inward and buckled upward and there was radiator fluid leaking from the vehicle. Both the front and 
rear passenger doors were dented inward and marked with significant black rubber tire transfer. There was 
paint transfer from Williams’ car on numerous places. 

The driver’s side front quarter panel was damaged. There was paint transfer from Williams’ car on the 
quarter panel and the bumper. The turn signal lens and lamp were broken. 
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LEGAL ANALYSIS 


Penal Code Section 835 states that, “Any peace officer who has reasonable cause to 
believe that the person to be arrested has committed a public offense may use reasonable 
force to effect the arrest, to prevent escape or overcome resistance.” 


When peril is swift and imminent and the necessity for action immediate, the law does 
not weigh into nice scales the conduct of the assailed and say he shall not be justified in 
killing because he might have resorted to other means to secure his safety. People v. 
Collins (1961) 189 Cal.App.2d 575. 


The United States Supreme Court has held that in evaluating the use of force by police 
officers, attention must be paid to whether the suspect poses an immediate threat to the 
safety of the officers or others, and whether he is actively resisting arrest or attempting to 
evade arrest by flight. “Reasonableness” is to be judged from the perspective of a 
reasonable officer at the scene, rather than with the 20/20 vision of hindsight.. .The 
calculus of reasonableness must embody allowance for the fact that police officers are 
often forced to make split-second judgments in circumstances that are tense, uncertain 
and rapidly evolving, about the amount of force that is necessary in a particular situation. 
Graham v. Connor (1989) 490 U.S. 386, 396-398. 


California law permits the use of deadly force in self-defense or in the defense of others if 
it reasonably appears that the person claiming such right actually and reasonably believed 
that he or others were in imminent danger of great bodily injury or death. People v. 
Williams (1975) 75 Cal.App.3d 371. 


According to the law in California, the use of deadly force in self-defense or the defense 
of others is justifiable if the person claiming self-defense (1) reasonably believed that he, 
she or a third party was in imminent danger of being killed or suffering great bodily 
injury, and (2) that the immediate use of deadly force was necessary to defend against 
that danger, and (3) the person used no more force than was reasonably necessary to 
defend against that danger. CALCRIM 505. 


CONCLUSION 


The evidence examined in this investigation indicates that Carl Williams led police on a 
dangerous pursuit and tumed his car into a mobile assault vehicle which posed a serious 
and immediate threat to the deputies. When Williams was ordered out of the vehicle, he 
intentionally disregarded the deputies’ commands. Instead, Williams shifted his vehicle 
into reverse and deliberately crashed into the deputies’ vehicles, endangering their lives 
and trapping Deputies Kimball and Sanchez. At no point did Williams give the deputies 
any indication that he was going to stop his vehicle, nor did he ever give any indication of 
surrender. Therefore, we conclude that each of the deputies reasonably believed that he 
wasin 
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imminent danger of great bodily injury or death by Williams’ vehicle and fired his 
weapon lawfully in self-defense and defense of others. We are closing our file in this 
matter and are taking no further action.
